237;  5  U.  S.  C.  1001  et  seq.)  because  the 
time  intervening  between  the  date  when 
information  upon  which  this  section  is 
based  became  available  and  the  time 
when  this  section  must  become  effective 
in  order  to  effectuate  the  declared  policy 
of  the  act  is  insufficient;  a  reasonable 
time  is  permitted,  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  for  preparation  for  such  effec¬ 
tive  time;  and  good  cause  exists  for 
making  the  provisions  of  this  section  ef¬ 
fective  not  later  than  June  9.  1952. 
Shipments  of  oranges,  grown  in  the  State 
of  Florida,  have  been  subject  to  regula¬ 
tion  by  grades  and  sizes,  pursuant  to  the 
amended  marketing  agreement  and 
order,  since  September  15,  1951,  and  will 
so  continue  until  June  9,  1952;  the 
recommendation  and  supporting  infor¬ 
mation  for  continued  regulation  subse¬ 
quent  to  June  8  was  promptly  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Department  after  an  open 
meeting  of  the  Growers  Administrative 
Committee  on  June  3;  such  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  to  consider  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  regulation,  after  giving  due 
notice  of  such  meeting,  and  interested 
persons  were  afforded  an  opportunity  to 
submit  their  views  at  this  meeting;  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  including  the 
effective  time  of  this  section,  are  identi¬ 
cal  with  the  aforesaid  recommendation 
of  the  committee,  and  information  con¬

Bright  unless  such  oranges  (a)  are  in 
the  same  container  with  oranges  which 
grade  at  least  U.  S.  No.  1  Russet,  (b) 
are  not  in  excess  of  50  percent,  by  count, 
of  the  number  of  all  oranges  in  such  con¬ 
tainer;  or 

(iv)  Any  oranges,  except  Temple  or¬

MORE  THAN  ONE  TRUST  INVESTMENT 
COMMITTEE 

§  206.109  More  than  one  trust  invest¬ 
ment  committee,  (a)  The  Board  re¬ 
cently  considered  an  inquiry  from  a  na¬ 
tional  bank  exercising  trust  powers 
relative  to  the  propriety,  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  §  206.6,  of  a  proposal  to  create 
two  or  more  trust  investment  committees 
to  share  the  work  involved  in  discharg¬ 
ing  the  investment  administrative  func¬ 
tions  required  by  §  206.6  (c).  The 

inquiring  bank  stated  that  the  volume  of 
its  trust  business  is  so  great  that  those 
administrative  functions  required  to  be 


based  upon  collective  judgment  cannot 
be  efficiently  or  effectively  discharged  by 
one  committee,  and  that  committee  ac¬ 
tivities  relating  to  distinct  types  of  trust 
business,  such  as  pension  and  profit- 
sharing  trusts,  might  be  separated  with 
increased  administrative  effectiveness. 

(b)  The  Board  expressed  the  opinion 
that  an  allocation  of  administrative 
functions  among  two  or  more  trust  in¬ 
vestment  committees  is  not  inconsistent 
with  the  requirements,  the  intent  or  the 
spirit  of  the  applicable  provisions  of  this 
part  provided  (1)  the  scope  of  re¬ 
sponsibilities  and  functions  of  such  trust 
investment  committees  does  not  extend 
beyond  that  outlined  in  paragraph  (c)  of 
§  206.6  and  does  not  impinge  upon  the 
primary,  directive  responsibilities  of  the 
board  of  directors;  (2)  all  such  trust  in¬ 
vestment  committees  operate  under 
clear  policy  directives  from  the  board  of 
directors;  (3)  effective  measures  are 
adopted  to  promote  coordination  of  ac¬ 
tivities  of  such  committees  through  liai¬ 
son  membership  or  otherwise;  and  (4) 
the  actions  of  such  trust  investment  com¬ 
mittees  are  subject  to  review  and  control 
by  the  board  of  directors. 

(c)  In  commenting  on  the  considera¬ 
tions  underlying  its  views  on  this  ques¬ 
tion,  the  Board  noted  that  paragraph 

(b)  of  §  206.6  centers  in  the  board  of 
directors  responsibility  for  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  trust  funds,  the  disposition  of 
trust  investments,  the  supervision  of  the 
trust  department  and  the  determination 
of  the  policies  of  such  department.  Par¬ 
agraph  <c>  of  §  206.6  sets  forth  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  functions  of  the  trust 
investment  committee,  and  also  provides 
that  this  committee  may  have  such  addi¬ 
tional  duties  relating  to  the  trust  depart¬ 
ment  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board 
of  directors.  The  practices  of  national 
banks  have  not  been  uniform  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  creation  of  committees  for 
discharge  of  the  responsibilities  and 
functions  outlined  in  paragraphs  (b)  and 

(c)  of  §  206.6.  Such  committees  vary 
considerably  in  name,  in  composition 
and  in  the  scope  and  nature  of  their  as¬ 
signed  functions.  For  example,  it  is  not 
unusual  for  the  board  of  directors  of  a 
national  bank  to  delegate  to  the  trust 
investment  committee,  subject  to  review 
by  the  board,  authority  for  general  super¬ 
vision  of  fiduciary  activities  (§  206.6  (b) 
provisions)  in  addition  to  the  adminis¬ 
trative  functions  described  in  §  206.6 

*  (c).  Under  arrangements  of  this  kind, 
of  course,  the  creation  of  two  or  more 
trust  investment  committees  would  run 
counter  both  to  the  purposes  underlying 
the  provisions  of  this  part  and  to  ac¬ 
cepted  organization  practice  which  are 
directed  toward  a  centralization  and 
continuity  of  authority  for  policy  de¬ 
termination  and  general  supervision  of 
administrative  activities. 

<d)  On  the  other  hand,  considerations 
relating  to  the  volume  or  character  of 
the  trust  business  of  a  national  bank,  or 
the  widely  separated  location  of  the 
banking  offices  at  which  such  business  is 
conducted,  frequently  provide  reason  for 
creating  more  than  one  trust  investment 
committee,  each  of  which  would  be 
limited  in  the  scope  of  its  activities  to 
those  administrative  functions  outlined 


in  paragraph  (c)  of  §  206.6.  It  is  in 
such  cases,  and  where  a  distinct  separa¬ 
tion  is  maintained  between  directive  and 
administrative  responsibilities,  that  this 
ruling  is  applicable.

UNLIMITED  DEDUCTION  FOR  CHARITABLE  AND 
OTHER  CONTRIBUTIONS 

On  March  4,  1952,  notice  of  proposed 
rule  making,  regarding  amendments  to 
the  income  tax  regulations  made  neces¬ 
sary  by  Public  Law  918  (81st  Cong.), 
approved  January  11,  1951,  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Federal  Register  (17  F.  R. 
1899).  No  objection  to  the  rules  pro¬ 
posed  having  been  received,  the  amend¬ 
ments  to  Regulations  111  <26  CFR  Part 
29)  set  forth  below  are  hereby  adopted: 

Paragraph  1.  There  is  inserted  imme¬ 
diately  preceding  §  29.120-1  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Public  Law  918,  81st  Concrlss,  Approved 
January  11,  1951 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  section 
120  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (relating 
to  unlimited  deduction  for  charitable  and 
other  contributions)  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  “in  respect  of  preceding  taxable 
years”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  “in  re¬ 
spect  of  such  year  or  preceding  taxable 
years”. 
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Sec.  2.  The  amendment  made  by  this  act 
shall  be  applicable  to  taxable  years  beginning 
after  December  31,  1942. 

Par.  2.  Section  29.120-1,  as  amended 
by  Treasury  Decision  5855,  approved  Sep¬ 
tember  13,  1951,  is  further  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  29.120-1  Unlimited  deduction  for 
charitable  and  other  contributions,  (a) 
Under  the  circumstances  specified  in  sec¬ 
tion  120,  the  15  percent  limitation  im¬ 
posed  by  section  23  (o)  on  the  deduction 
for  charitable  and  other  contributions  is 
not  applicable. 

(b)  The  following  rules  shall  apply 
with  respect  to  the  taxes  included  in  de¬ 
termining  for  any  taxable  year  whether 
the  amount  of  the  gifts,  contributions, 
and  taxes  referred  to  in  section  120 
exceeds  90  percent  of  the  net  income 
computed  without  the  benefit  of  any 
deduction  for  gifts  or  contributions: 

(1)  In  the  case  of  a  taxable  year  be¬ 
ginning  before  January  1,  1943,  there 
shall  be  included  income,  war-profits, 
and  excess-profits  taxes  paid  during  such 
taxable  year  in  respect  of  preceding  tax¬ 
able  years. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  a  taxable  year  be¬ 
ginning  after  December  31,  1942,  there 
shall  be  included,  in  addition  to  the  in¬ 
come,  war-profits,  and  excess-profits 
taxes  paid  during  such  taxable  year  in 
respect  of  preceding  taxable  years,  the 
amount  of  income  tax  paid  during  such 
taxable  year  in  respect  of  such  taxable 
year.  For  example,  there  shall  be  in¬ 
cluded  the  amount  paid  as  estimated  tax 
during  the  taxable  year,  to  the  extent 
such  amount  does  not  exceed  the  tax  for 
such  taxable  year. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  a  taxable  year  be¬ 
ginning  after  December  31,  1950,  the 
amount  of  income  tax  paid  during  the 
taxable  year  shall  be  determined  with¬ 
out  regard  to  any  payment  of  tax  im¬ 
posed  under  subchapter  E  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  which 
subchapter  relates  to  the  tax  on  self- 
employment  income. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  a  husband  and  wife 
making  a  joint  return  for  any  taxable 
year,  the  15  percent  limitation  imposed 
by  section  23  (o)  on  the  deduction  for 
charitable  and  other  contributions  shall 
not  be  applicable  If  in  the  taxable  year 
and  in  each  of  the  ten  preceding  taxable 
years  the  amount  of  the  contributions  or 
gifts  described  in  section  23  (o)  (or  cor¬ 
responding  provisions  of  prior  revenue 
acts)  made  by  the  husband  and  w’ife  to¬ 
gether  during  each  such  year  plus  the 
amount  of  the  income,  war-profits,  or 
excess-profits  taxes  paid  by  the  husband 
and  wife  together  during  each  such  year 
(determined  under  the  rules  of  para¬ 
graph  (b)  of  this  section),  exceeds  90 
percent  of  the  net  income  of  the  husband 
and  wife  together  for  each  such  year,  as 
computed  without  the  benefit  of  any 
deduction  for  contributions  or  gifts.

mentary  Regulation  18  to  Ceiling  Price 
Regulation  34  is  hereby  issued. 

STATEMENT  OF  CONSIDERATIONS 

This  Supplementary  Regulation  18  to 
Ceiling  Price  Regulation  34  establishes 
dollars  and  cents  ceiling  prices  for  open 
and  league  bowling  services  supplied  by 
bowling  alleys  situated  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  Bowling  services 
have  been  rendered  in  Baltimore  at  sub¬ 
stantially  uniform  prices  for  many  years 
antedating  the  issuance  of  Ceiling  Price 
Regulation  34.  The  piece  rates  paid  pin 
boys  by  all  establishments  are  identical; 
and  wage  rates  paid  other  employees, 
and  unit  costs  of  bowling  supplies  are 
substantially  the  same.  The  existence  of 
uniform  prices  and  standardized  services 
facilitate  the  establishment  of  dollars 
and  cents  ceiling  prices. 

A  study  of  the  operating  costs  and 
profit  margins  of  a  representative  num¬ 
ber  of  bowling  alleys  situated  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  accounting  for  90  percent 
of  total  sales,  discloses  that  despite  a 
stable  volume  of  sales  they  are  suffering 
an  impairment  of  their  normal  pre- 
Korean  earnings  as  a  result  of  steadily 
increasing  operating  costs,  particularly 
in  the  piece  rate  of  pin  boys  and  the  cost 
of  bowling  pins.  In  addition,  a  wage  in¬ 
crease  recently  granted  to  pin  boys, 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  Wage 
Stabilization  Board,  has  imposed  further 
financial  hardship.  Failure  to  make  an 
adjustment  in  the  ceiling  prices  of  these 
establishments  would  threaten  an  inter¬ 
ruption  in  the  supply  of  their  services. 
The  dollars  and  cents  ceiling  prices  es¬ 
tablished  by  this  supplementary  regula¬ 
tion  are  deemed  the  minimum  necessary 
to  restore  these  businesses  to  a  fianancial 
position  which  will  assure  the  continued 
supply  of  these  services.  The  adjusted 
ceiling  prices  have  been  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  adjustment  stand¬ 
ard  of  Section  20  of  CPR  34. 

This  supplementary  regulation  does 
not  apply  to  any  seller  of  bowling  serv¬ 


ices  who  has  established  under  Ceiling 
Price  Regulation  34  higher  prices  for 
such  services  than  the  dollars  and  cents 
ceiling  prices  established  by  this  supple¬ 
mentary  regulation.  In  the  future, 
bowling  establishments  subject  to  this 
supplementary  regulation  may  not  ob¬ 
tain  an  adjustment  of  their  ceiling  prices 
for  services  under  section  20  of  Ceiling 
Price  Regulation  34. 

In  the  formulation  of  this  supple¬ 
mentary  regulation,  the  Director  has 
consulted  insofar  as  practicable  with 
representative  suppliers  of  these  serv¬ 
ices,  including  the  Monumental  City 
Bowling  Proprietors’  Association  of  Bal¬ 
timore,  Maryland,  and  consideration  has 
been  given  to  their  recommendations. 
In  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  Price 
Stabilization  the  increases  permitted  by 
this  supplementary  regulation  are  nec¬ 
essary  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
Title  IV  of  the  Defense  Production  Act 
of  1950,  as  amended.

NOTICE  OF  PROPOSED  RULE  MAKING 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  is  con¬ 
sidering  a  revision  of  the  Official  Cotton 
Standards  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Grade  of  American  Upland  Cotton  (7 
CFR  27.151  through  27.183),  also  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  the  “Universal  Standards 
for  American  Cotton,”  and  an  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  provisions  in  paragraph  (a) 
of  8  28.115  Practical  forms  of  official  cot¬ 
ton  standards  of  the  regulations  relating 
to  Cotton  Standards  (7  CFR  Part  28), 
pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in 
sections  9  and  19  of  the  United  States 
Cotton  Futures  Act  (39  Stat.  476,  as 
amended,  codified  at  53  Stat.  213;  26 
U.  S.  C.  1920  et  seq.)  and  in  the  United 
States  Cotton  Standards  Act  (42  Stat. 
1518,  as  amended;  7  U.  S.  C.  51  et  seq.). 
It  is  proposed  to  make  the  revised  stand¬ 
ards  and  the  amendment  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  effective  August  1, 1953. 

The  present  standards  for  the  various 
grades  of  American  upland  cotton  were 
promulgated  by  the  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  April  30,  1946,  and  have 
been  in  effect  since  August  1,  1947. 
These  standards  (set  forth  in  §§  27.151 
through  27.183)  for  the  grade  of  Amer¬ 
ican  upland  cotton  consist  either  (a)  of 
actual  sets  of  samples  (boxes) ,  known  as 
physical  standards,  that  are  in  the  cus¬ 
tody  of  the  Department  or  (b)  of  de¬ 
scriptive  standards  that  are  based  upon 
such  physical  standards. 

The  proposed  revision  would:  (a) 
Abolish  the  Middling  Fair  and  Strict 
Good  Middling  standards  (§27.151  and 
§  27.152)  for  White  cotton  and  all  stand¬ 
ards  (§§  27.160  through  27.166)  for  Extra 
White  cotton;  and  (b)  change  the  re¬ 
maining  standards  so  as  to  reflect  the 
characteristics  of  the  recent  cotton 
crops,  insofar  as  color,  leaf,  and  prepara¬ 
tion  are  concerned.  In  such  revision, 
the  numerical  designations  for  the 
grades  of  American  upland  cotton  would 
be  deleted;  the  present  physical  stand¬ 
ards  (§§  27.153  and  27.167)  for  Good 
Middling  and  Good  Middling  Tinged 
would  be  changed  to  descriptive  stand¬ 
ards;  and  the  present  descriptive  stand¬ 
ards  (§§  27.173  through  27.176)  for  Strict 
Middling  Spotted,  Middling  Spotted, 
Strict  Low  Middling  Spotted,  and  Low 
Middling  Spotted  would  be  changed  to 
physical  standards.

(1)  The  Class  I  price  shall  be  the 
same  as  that  prevailing  for  the  corre¬ 
sponding  month  under  Federal  Order 
No.  30,  as  amended,  regulating  the 
handling  of  milk  in  the  Toledo,  Ohio, 
marketing  area.

(iii)  As  all  skim  milk  and  butterfat 
not  accounted  for  as  Class  IA  or  Class 
II  milk. 

(2)  Class  I A  milk  shall  be  all  skim 
milk  and  butterfat  disposed  of  as  sweet 
or  sour  cream;  any  cream  product  in 
fluid  form  which  contains  less  than  the 
minimum  butterfat  required  for  fluid 
cream  or  eggnog. 
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Proposal  No.  4.  Delete  paragraph  (f) 
of  §  995.7  and  substitute  therefor  the 
following : 

(f)  Producer  butterfat  differential. 
In  making  payments  pursuant  to  para¬ 
graph  (a)  of  this  section  the  uniform 
price  shall  be  adjusted  for  each  one- 
tenth  of  one  per  cent  butterfat  content 
in  the  milk  of  each  producer  above  or 
below  3.5  per  cent,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
a  butterfat  differential  (computed  to  the 
nearest  multiple  of  one-half  cent)  cal¬ 
culated  as  follows:  Multiply  by  .13  the 
average  daily  wholesale  price  per  pound 
of  92-score  butter  in  the  Chicago  mar¬ 
ket  as  reported  by  U.  S.  D.  A.  for  the 
month. 

Proposal  No.  5.  In  §  995  9  (a)  delete 
the  following  words  from  the  first  sen¬ 
tence:  **4  cents  per  hundredweight  of 
milk,  or”  and  “not  to  exceed  4  cents”. 

This  phrase  would  then  read  “shall 
deduct  such  amount  as  the  Secretary 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe”.

ice  cream  or  frozen  desserts,  and  aerated 
cream  products;  (iv)  or  to  produce  any 
product  other  than  those  specified  in 
subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  par¬ 
agraph;  and  (v)  actual  plant  shrinkage 
of  skim  milk  and  butterfat  received  in 
producer  milk  but  not  to  exceed  2  per¬ 
cent  of  such  receipts  of  skim  milk  and 
butterfat,  respectively,  and  actual  plant 
shrinkage  of  skim  milk  and  butterfat  in 
other  source  milk  received:  Provided, 
That  if  producer  milk  is  utilized  as  milk, 
skim  milk,  or  cream  in  conjunction  with 
other  source  milk,  the  shrinkage  allo¬ 
cated  to  each  shall  be  computed  pro  rata 
according  to  the  proportions  of  the  vol¬ 
ume  of  skim  milk  and  butterfat,  respec¬ 
tively,  received  from  each  such  source 
to  their  total.

The  Market  Admin¬ 
istrator  shall  determine  the  classifica¬ 
tion  of  skim  milk  and  butterfat  received 
from  producers  as  follows: 

(1)  Butterfat  shall  be  allocated  in  the 
following  manner: 

(i)  Substract  from  the  total  pounds  of 
butterfat  in  Class  II  milk  the  total 
pounds  of  butterfat  shrinkage  pursuant 
to  paragraph  ( b )  (2)  (iii)  and  (iv)  of 
this  section. 

(ii)  Substract  from  the  pounds  of 
butterfat  remaining  in  each  class  the 
pounds  of  butterfat  received  from  other 
handlers  and  used  in  such  class.

(a)  The  pounds  of  butterfat  received 
in  bottled  form  and  disposed  of  in  the 
same  form  as  received  without  further 
processing  or  packaging  as  Class  I  prod¬ 
ucts.

(iv)  Subtract  from  the  pounds  of 
butterfat  remaining  in  each  class,  in  se¬ 
ries  beginning  with  Class  II,  the  pounds 
of  butterfat  in  other  source  milk  remain¬ 
ing  after  excluding  the  amount  of 
butterfat  determined  pursuant  to  sub¬ 
division  (iii)  of  this  subparagraph. 

(v)  Subtract  pro  rata  from  the  pounds 
of  butterfat  remaining  in  each  class  the 
pounds  of  butter  fat  in  other  source  milk 
determined  pursuant  to  subdivision  (iii) 
of  this  subparagraph. 

(vi)  Add  to  the  pounds  of  butterfat 
remaining  in  Class  II  the  pounds  of  but¬ 
terfat  shrinkage  in  producer  milk  sub¬ 
tracted  pursuant  to  subdivision  (i)  of 
this  subparagraph ;  and  if  the  remaining 
pounds  of  butterfat  in  all  classes  exceed 
the  pounds  of  butterfat  received  is  pro¬ 
ducer  milk,  subtract  such  excess  from  the 
remaimng  pounds  of  butterfat  in  each 
class,  in  series  beginning  with  the  Class 


II  utilization.  The  pounds  of  butterfat 
remaining  shall  be  the  pounds  in  each 
class  allocated  to  producer  milk. 

(2)  Skim  milk  shall  be  allocated  to 
each  class  in  accordance  with  the  same 
procedure  as  outlined  for  butterfat  in 
subparagraph  (1)  of  this  paragraph. 

Proposal  No.  10.  Delete  paragraph  ( b) 
of  §  995.5  and  substitute  therefor  the 
following:  (b)  Class  I  and  Class  IA  milk 
prices.  The  minimum  prices  per  hun¬ 
dredweight  to  be  paid  by  each  handler 
for  Class  I  skim  milk  and  butterfat  in 
producer  milk  received  at  his  fluid  milk 
plant  during  the  month  which  is  classi¬ 
fied  as  Class  I  milk,  shall  be  determined 
by  the  market  administrator  as  follows: 

(1)  To  the  basic  formula  price  add  the 
following  amounts  for  the  months  indi¬ 
cated:

(2)  Add  together  the  amounts  deter¬ 
mined  in  paragraph  (a)  (3)  (i)  and  (ii) 
of  this  section  and  divide  the  sum  into 
the  amount  determined  in  paragraph  (a) 

(3)  (i)  of  this  section. 

(3)  Multiply  the  price  determined  in 
subparagraph  (1)  of  this  paragraph  by 
the  per  cent  determined  in  subparagraph 
(2)  of  this  paragraph  and  then  divide  by 
0.035.  The  resulting  amount  shall  be  the 
Class  I  butterfat  price  per  hundred¬ 
weight. 

(4)  From  the  price  determined  in 
subparagraph  (1)  of  this  paragraph  sub¬ 
tract  the  amount  computed  in  subpara¬ 
graph  (3)  of  this  paragraph  times  0.035, 
and  divide  the  remainder  by  0.965.  The 
resulting  amount  shall  be  the  Class  I 
skim  milk  price  per  hundredweight. 

<5)  The  minimum  price  per  hundred¬

D.  Bureau  of  Ordnance,  (a)  The 
duties  of  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  are 
performed  under  the  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  its  orders  are 
considered  as  emanating  from  him.  and 
have  full  force  and  effect  as  such  (5 
Stat.  580;  5  U.  S.  C.  430).  The  Bureau 
is  directed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Ordnance  who  is  appointed  by  the  Pres¬ 
ident  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
The  Deputy  and  Assistant  Chief  per- 
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forms  the  duties  of  the  Chief  in  the  lat¬ 
ter's  absence  (30  Stat.  373;  5  U.  S.  C. 
447). 

<b>  The  Bureau  performs  the  follow¬ 
ing  functions: 

<  1 )  It  is  charged  with  and  responsible 
for,  with  respect  to  vessels  and  aircraft, 
the  design,  development,  research,  oper¬ 
ating  standards,  manufacture,  procure¬ 
ment,  maintenance,  distribution,  issue, 
repairs,  alterations,  efficiency,  material 
effectiveness  and  disposition  of  all  of¬ 
fensive  and  defensive  arms  and  arma¬ 
ment  (including  armor,  torpedoes,  mines, 
depth  charges,  pyrotechnics,  bombs, 
rockets  and  certain  guided  missiles,  am¬ 
munition,  war  explosives,  war  chemicals, 
defensive  nets,  booms  and  buoys,  plus 
anchors,  moorings,  propellants,  and  ap¬ 
pliances  therefor  except  fixtures  on 
shore  used  to  secure  the  ends  of  nets 
and  booms)  and,  except  as  specifically 
assigned  to  other  cognizance,  optical  and 
other  devices  and  material  for  the  con¬ 
trol  of  guns,  torpedoes,  and  bombs.

the  Navy,  and  under  the  management 
and  technical  control  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Ordnance.

Part  I — Organization 

GENERAL 

Section  1.  Creation  and  authority. 
The  Atomic  Energy  Commission  was 
established  by  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of 
1946  (60  Stat.  755;  42  U.  S.  C.  1801  et 
seq.) ,  approved  August  1, 1946.  Pursuant 
to  section  9  (a)  of  the  act,  certain  in¬ 
terests,  property,  and  facilities  of  the 
Government,  including  interests,  prop¬ 
erty.  and  facilities  of  the  Manhattan 
Engineer  District,  were  transferred  to 
the  Commission  December  31,  1946,  by 
Executive  Order  9816  of  the  same  date. 

Sec.  2.  Purpose.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  under 
the  Act  to  effectuate  the  declared  policy 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  that, 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  paramount 
objective  of  assuring  the  common  de¬ 
fense  and  security  to  carry  out  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  utilization  of  atomic 
energy  so  that  as  far  as  practicable  it 
will  be  directed  toward  improving  the 
public  welfare,  increasing  the  standard 
of  living,  strengthening  free  competition 


in  private  enterprise,  and  promoting 
world  peace. 

Sec.  3.  Programs.  The  act  provides 
for  the  following  major  programs  relat¬ 
ing  to  atomic  energy: 

<a)  A  program  of  assisting  and  foster¬ 
ing  private  research  and  development  to 
encourage  maximum  scientific  progress; 

(b)  A  program  for  the  control  of 
scientific  and  technical  information 
which  will  permit  the  dissemination  of 
such  information  to  encourage  scientific 
progress,  and  for  the  sharing  on  a  re¬ 
ciprocal  basis  of  information  concern¬ 
ing  the  practical  industrial  application 
of  atomic  energy  as  soon  as  effective  and 
enforcible  safeguards  against  its  use 
for  destructive  purposes  can  be  devised; 

(c)  A  program  of  federally  conducted 
research  and  development  to  assure  the 
Government  of  adequate  scientific  and 
technical  accomplishment; 

(d)  A  program  for  Government  con¬ 
trol  of  the  production,  ownership,  and 
use  of  fissionable  material  to  assure  the 
common  defense  and  security  and  to 
insure  the  broadest  possible  exploitation 
of  the  fields;  and 

(e)  A  program  of  administration 
which  w'ill  be  consistent  with  the  fore¬ 
going  policies  and  with  international 
arrangements  made  by  the  United  States, 
and  which  will  enable  the  Congress  to 
be  currently  informed  so  as  to  take  fur¬ 
ther  legislative  action  as  may  hereafter 
be  appropriate. 

Sec.  4.  Operations.  The  operations 
of  the  Commission  are  carried  out 
largely  by  industrial  concerns  and  by 
private  and  public  institutions  under 
contract  with  the  Commission,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  writh  the  requirements  and 
policies  established  by  the  Commission 
pursuant  to  the  Atomic  Energy  Act. 
Some  of  the  principal  production  and 
research  and  development  activities  are 
conducted  by  contractors  in  facilities 
owned  by  the  Commission.  Major  pro¬ 
duction  facilities  owned  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  are  located  at  Oak  Ridge,  Tennes¬ 
see,  and  Hanford,  Washington.  Pro¬ 
duction  facilities  at  sites  near  Paducah, 
Kentucky,  and  Aiken,  South  Carolina, 
are  under  construction.  Major  research 
and  development  facilities  owned  by  the 
Commission  are  the  Ames  Atomic  Energy 
Laboratory  at  Ames,  Iowa;  the  Argonne 
National  Laboratory  at  Chicago,  Illinois; 
the  Brookhaven  National  Laboratory  at 
Upton,  Long  Island,  New  York;  the 
Knolls  Atomic  Powrer  Laboratory  at 
Schenectady.  New  York;  the  Los  Alamos 
Scientific  Laboratory  at  Los  Alamos, 
New  Mexico;  the  Mound  Laboratory  at 
Miamisburg,  Ohio;  the  Oak  Ridge  In¬ 
stitute  of  Nuclear  Studies  at  Oak  Ridge, 
Tennessee;  the  Oak  Ridge  National  Lab¬ 
oratory  at  Oak  Ridge.  Tennessee:  the 
Radiation  Laboratory  at  Berkeley.  Cali¬ 
fornia:  the  Reactor  Testing  Station  at 
Idaho  Palls,  Idaho;  the  Rochester  Atomic 
Energy  Project  at  Rochester,  New  York; 
the  Sandia  Laboratory  at  Albuquerque, 
New  Mexico;  the  University  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Los  Angeles,  Atomic  Energy 
Project  at  Los  Angeles,  California:  and 
the  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation, 
Atomic  Power  Division,  at  Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania.

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Sec.  11.  General  outline  of  organiza¬ 
tion.  This  section  outlines  the  principal 
elements  of  the  Commission’s  organiza¬ 
tion,  which  is  described  in  greater  detail 
in  sections  21  to  53,  inclusive. 

(a)  The  Commission  is  composed  of 
five  members,  one  designated  as  Chair¬ 
man,  all  appointed  by  the  President  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate.  The  Commissioners  confer  and 
act  as  a  body  on  important  matters  of 
policy,  programs,  and  administration. 

(b)  The  General  Manager,  appointed 
by  the  Commission,  is  the  principal 
executive  and  administrative  officer  of 
the  Commission. 

(1)  The  General  Manager  is  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  Commission  for  the  formula¬ 
tion  of  policies  and  programs  by  the 
Commission’s  divisions.  Three  of  the 
six  program  divisions,  the  Divisions  of 
Research,  Production,  and  Military 
Application,  were  established  by  the 
Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1946.  The  Divi¬ 
sions  of  Reactor  Development,  Biology 
and  Medicine,  and  Raw  Materials  have 
since  been  established  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  to  meet  changing  requirements  of 
the  w’ork. 

(2)  The  General  Manager  is  assisted 
in  his  executive  and  administrative 
duties  by  the  Deputy  General  Manager, 
the  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Man¬ 
ufacturing,  the  Office  of  Special  Projects, 
the  Operations  Analysis  Staff,  the  Office 
of  Industrial  Development,  the  Office  of 
the  General  Counsel,  the  Director  of 
Intelligence,  the  Office  of  Classification, 
and  by  the  Divisions  of  Finance,  Con¬ 
struction  and  Supply.  Organization  and 
Personnel,  Information  Services,  and 
Security. 

(c)  Certain  executive  and  administra¬ 
tive  functions  have  been  delegated  by  the 
General  Manager  to  the  division  direc¬ 
tors.  particularly  to  the  Directors  of 
Production,  Military  Application,  Raw 
Materials,  and  Reactor  Development. 
The  Director  of  Production  is  responsible 
for  the  Operations  Offices  at  New  York, 
New  York;  Oak  Ridge.  Tennessee;  Han¬ 
ford,  Washington;  Aiken,  South  Caro¬ 
lina  ;  and  the  San  Francisco  Area  Office 
at  San  Francisco,  California.  The  Di¬ 
rector  of  Military  Application  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  Operations  Office  at  Albu¬ 
querque,  New  Mexico.  The  Director  of 
Reactor  Development  is  responsible  for 
the  Operations  Offices  at  Chicago,  Il¬ 
linois;  Schenectady,  New  York;  and 
Idaho  Falls,  Idaho.  The  Director  of 
Raw  Materials  is  responsible  for  the  Raw 
Materials  Offices  at  Grand  Junction, 
Colorado,  and  New  York,  New  York. 
These  division  directors  have  in  turn 
delegated  a  large  measure  of  executive 
and  administrative  authority  to  the  man¬ 
agers  of  the  field  offices.  The  managers 
of  the  field  offices  are  authorized,  with¬ 
in  stated  limits,  to  enter  into  contracts 
on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  to  act  as 
representatives  of  the  Commission  for 
the  administration  of  contracts  executed 
under  their  authority  or  assigned  to  their 
offices,  and  to  perform  other  special  func¬ 
tions. 

Sec.  12.  Committees.  The  Atomic  En¬ 
ergy  Act  provides  for  three  permanent 
committees; 


(a)  The  Joint  Committee  on  Atomic 
Energy,  composed  of  nine  members  of 
the  Senate  and  nine  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  makes  con¬ 
tinuing  studies  of  the  activities  of  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  of  prob¬ 
lems  relating  to  the  development,  use, 
and  control  of  atomic  energy.  The  Com¬ 
mission  keeps  the  Joint  Committee  fully 
and  currently  informed  on  the  activities 
of  the  Commission. 

(b)  The  General  Advisory  Committee, 
composed  of  nine  members  appointed 
from  civilian  life  by  the  President,  ad¬ 
vises  the  Commission  on  scientific  and 
technical  matters  relating  to  materials, 
production,  and  research  and  develop¬ 
ment. 

(c)  The  Military  Liaison  Committee 

consists  of  representatives  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Defense,  and  at  the  present  time 
has  seven  members.  The  Commission 
advises  and  consults  with  the  Military 
Liaison  Committee  on  all  atomic  energy 
matters  which  the  Committee  deems  to 
relate  to  military  applications,  includ¬ 
ing  the  development,  manufacture,  use, 
and  storage  of  weapons,  the  allocation  of 
fissionable  material  for  military  re¬ 
search,  and  the  control  of  information 
relating  to  the  manufacture  or  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  atomic  weapons.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  keeps  the  Committee  fully  informed 
of  all  such  matters  before  it,  and  the 
Committee  keeps  the  Commission  fully 
Informed  of  all  atomic  energy  activities 
of  the  Armed  Forces.  , 
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Sec.  21.  The  Commission.  The  five 
Commissioners  are  appointed  to  varied 
terms  of  from  one  to  five  years  by  the 
President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate.  One  member  is 
designated  by  the  President  as  Chair¬ 
man.  The  Commissioners  establish 
policies  and  programs  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Act,  di¬ 
rect  the  administrative  and  executive 
functions  of  the  Commission  to  be  dis¬ 
charged  by  the  General  Manager,  ap¬ 
point  the  principal  officers  of  the  Com¬ 
mission’s  organization,  and  take  such 
other  action  as  may  be  required  to  ef¬ 
fectuate  the  purposes  and  policies  of  the 
Atomic  Energy  Act. 

Sec.  22.  Office  of  the  General  Manager. 
The  General  Manager  is  appointed  by 
the  Commission.  The  Commission  has 
authorized  and  directed  the  General 
Manager  to  discharge  those  executive 
and  administrative  functions  of  the 
Commission  which  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Act  of  1946.  The  General  Man¬ 
ager  is  authorized  to  redelegate  such 
authority  in  writing,  with  or  without 
authority  to  make  successive  redelega¬ 
tions,  and  under  such  terms,  conditions, 
and  limitations  as  he  may  deem  appro¬ 
priate.  He  is  assisted  in  discharging  hi3 
responsibilities  by  a  Deputy  General 
Manager,  who  is  authorized  to  take  ac¬ 
tion  for  the  General  Manager  on  all 
matters  falling  within  the  authority  of 
the  General  Manager. 

Sec.  23.  Office  of  the  AsslstaJit  Gen¬ 
eral  Manager  for  Manufacturing.  Tho 
Assistant  General  Manager  for  Manu¬ 
facturing  develops,  directs,  and  coordi¬ 


nates  all  manufacturing  programs  of  the 
Commission,  specifically  those  of  the 
Divisions  of  Production.  Raw  Materials, 
and  Construction  and  Supply. 

Sec.  24.  Office  of  the  General  Counsel. 
The  General  Counsel  advises  the  Com¬ 
mission  directly  regarding  the  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1946 
and  other  sources  of  legal  powers,  and 
the  authority  for  and  legal  implications 
of  all  activities  of  the  Commission.  The 
Office  of  the  General  Counsel  advises  and 
assists  the  General  Manager,  the  divi¬ 
sion  directors,  and  the  Managers  of 
Operations  in  all  matters  of  law  and 
legal  policy.  The  Office  of  the  General 
Counsel  has  supervision  of  the  Patent 
Branch,  which  administers  matters 
relating  to  patents  and  inventions. 

Sec.  25.  Office  of  the  Director  of  In¬ 
telligence.  The  Director  of  Intelligence 
advises  the  General  Manager  and  the 
Commission  on  intelligence  matters,  in¬ 
cluding  evaluation  of  reports,  estimates 
of  atomic  energy  developments,  liaison 
with  other  agencies,  and  related  assign¬ 
ments. 

Sec.  26.  Office  of  Classification.  The 
Director  of  Classification  administers 
and  effectuates  the  Commission’s  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  classification  and  declassi¬ 
fication  of  information. 

Sec.  27.  Office  of  Industrial  Develop¬ 
ment.  The  Office  of  Industrial  Develop¬ 
ment  aids  in  promoting  and  expanding 
industrial  participation  in  the  national 
atomic  energy  program  by  making  avail¬ 
able  to  those  interested,  developments  in 
the  program  w’hich  may  have  applica¬ 
tion  in  industry. 

Sec.  28.  Office  of  Special  Projects. 
The  Office  of  Special  Projects  provides 
the  General  Manager  and  the  Commis¬ 
sion  with  staff  services  related  to  mat¬ 
ters  in  which  the  Commission  has  nego¬ 
tiations  with  the  Department  of  State. 

Sec.  29.  Operations  Analysis  Staff. 
The  Operations  Analysis  Staff  prepares 
for  the  General  Manager  technical  and 
economic  evaluations  of  engineering 
problems  which  concern  more  than  one 
AEC  division. 

Sec.  30.  Division  of  Research.  The 
Division  of  Research  develops  and  super¬ 
vises  programs  of  research  in  or  involv¬ 
ing  the  physical  sciences,  including  the 
isotopes  program,  the  transfer  of  pecul¬ 
iar  materials  and  equipment  among  re¬ 
search  installations,  the  dissemination 
and  use  of  technical  information  in  the 
atomic  energy  program,  and  research 
projects  requested  by  other  divisions. 
The  Division  also  administers  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  cooperation  with  the  Office  of 
Naval  Research,  the  contracts  with  the 
National  Research  Council  and  the  Oak 
Ridge  Institute  of  Nuclear  Studies,  Inc. 
for  a  fellowship  program,  and  the  ex¬ 
change  of  technical  information  with 
the  British  and  Canadian  atomic  energy 
projects  under  specially  approved  gov¬ 
ernmental  procedures. 

Sec.  31.  Division  of  Reactor  Develop¬ 
ment.  The  Division  of  Reactor  Develop¬ 
ment  develops  and  directs  the  program 
for  the  development  of  reactors,  includ¬ 
ing  the  equipment  and  processes  which 
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will  make  possible  their  effective  and 
safe  use;  and  integrates  into  this  pro¬ 
gram  the  special  needs  of  other  divi¬ 
sions.  The  Director  of  the  Reactor  De¬ 
velopment  Division  is  authorized  to 
make  and  administer  contracts,  and  to 
redelegate  this  authority,  except  that 
new  or  unusual  types  of  transactions  are 
subject  to  prior  consideration  of  the 
General  Manager. 

Sec.  32.  Division  of  Engineering.  The 
Division  of  Engineering  handles  special 
engineering  and  related  problems  for  the 
Division  of  Reactor  Development. 

Sec.  33.  Division  of  Production.  The 
Division  of  Production  develops  and  di¬ 
rects  programs  of  production  of  fission¬ 
able  materials:  manages  related  AEC 
installations  and  community  activities; 
maintains  accountability  records  of 
source  and  fissionable  materials;  and  ad¬ 
ministers  programs  for  source  materials 
licensing.  The  Director  of  Production  is 
authorized  to  make  and  administer  con¬ 
tracts,  and  to  redelegate  this  authority, 
except  that  new  or  unusual  types  of 
transactions  are  subject  to  prior  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Assistant  General 
Manager  for  Manufacturing. 

Sec.  34.  Division  of  Construction  and 
Supply.  The  Division  of  Construction 
and  Supply  develops  and  maintains  poli¬ 
cies,  procedures,  and  standards  for  and 
provides  staff  supervision  of  construction 
and  related  engineering  matters;  priori¬ 
ties,  allocations,  and  expediting;  mobili¬ 
zation  plans;  production  facilities; 
licensing  and  equipment  export  control; 
transportation;  communications;  pro¬ 
curement  and  contracts;  storage,  utiliza¬ 
tion,  and  disposal  of  materials  (other 
than  source  and  fissionable  materials  and 
weapons  components) ;  equipment;  sup¬ 
plies;  real  estate;  records  management; 
and  provides  office  services  for  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Office. 

Sec.  35.  Division  of  Raw  Materials. 
The  Division  of  Raw  Materials  develops 
and  directs  programs  of  exploration  for 
and  acquisition  and  production  of  raw 
source  materials,  including  process  de¬ 
velopment  and  production  operations; 
the  procurement  of  certain  special  ma¬ 
terials;  and  advises  the  Assistant  General 
Manager  for  Manufacturing  on  foreign 
ore  procurement.  The  Director  of  Raw 
Materials  is  authorized  to  make  and  ad¬ 
minister  contracts,  and  to  redelegate  this 
authority,  except  that  new  or  unusual 
types  of  transactions  are  subject  to  prior 
consideration  of  the  Assistant  General 
Manager  for  Manufacturing. 

Sec.  36.  Division  of  Military  Applica¬ 
tion.  The  Division  of  Military  Applica¬ 
tion  directs  the  research,  development, 
production  and  testing  of  atomic  weap¬ 
ons;  manages  related  AEC  installations 
and  communities;  and  assists  in  main¬ 
taining  liaison  between  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  and  the  Department 
of  Defense.  The  Director  of  Military 
Application  Is  authorized  to  make  and 
administer  contracts,  and  to  redelegate 
this  authority,  except  that  new  or  un¬ 
usual  types  of  transactions  are  subject 
to  prior  consideration  of  the  General 
Manager. 


Sec.  37.  Division  of  Biology  and  Medi¬ 
cine.  The  Division  of  Biology  and  Medi¬ 
cine  develops  and  supervises  programs 
of  research  in  biology,  medicine,  and 
biophysics  at  AEC  facilities  and  through 
direct  contracts  with  private  institu¬ 
tions;  supervises  measures  to  guard  the 
health  of  atomic  energy  employees  and 
the  public;  maintains  liaison  with  Fed¬ 
eral  Civil  Defense  Administration  and 
other  Federal  agencies  on  civil  defense 
matters;  coordinates  the  procurement 
of  radiation  detection  instruments;  and 
supervises  fellowship  and  special  train¬ 
ing  programs  in  the  life  sciences. 

Sec.  38.  Division  of  Security.  The 
Division  of  Security  develops  and  main¬ 
tains  policies,  standards,  and  procedures 
to  assure  the  safekeeping  of  restricted 
data  and  other  classified  matter  and  to 
assure  the  protection  of  installations 
and  materials  of  AEC ;  maintains  liaison 
with  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation, 
the  Department  of  Defense,  and  other 
agencies  as  required  for  the  protection 
of  restricted  data  and  for  the  clearance 
of  personnel;  and  operates  the  security 
program  for  the  Washington  Area. 

Sec.  39.  Division  of  Organization  and 
Personnel.  The  Division  of  Organiza¬ 
tion  and  Personnel  develops  and  main¬ 
tains  the  independent  AEC  merit  sys¬ 
tem  through  the  administration  of  the 
personnel  policy  and  related  procedures; 
provides  staff  assistance  in  all  matters 
of  organization,  management  methods, 
contractor  personnel  administration, 
and  safety  and  fire  protection;  and  pro¬ 
vides  personnel  services  for  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Office. 

Sec.  40.  Division  of  Finance.  The 
Controller  has  direct  responsibility  to 
the  Commission  to  report  the  financial 
status  of  the  agency  and  the  results  of 
its  operations  in  conformity  with  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  accounting  principles; 
to  detect  fraud  and  improper  diversion  of 
assets  and  to  prevent  such  occurrences 
to  the  extent  possible  by  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  reasonable  accounting  and 
business-management  controls;  and  to 
advise  on  financial  implications  of  pro¬ 
posed  courses  of  action.  As  Division 
Director,  he  is  responsible  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Manager  for  the  performance  of  the 
Division  of  Finance.  The  Division  of 
Finance  plans,  develops,  and  maintains 
over-all  policies  and  standards  for  ac¬ 
counting,  auditing,  budgeting  and  insur¬ 
ance;  plans,  develops,  and  maintains 
procedures  for  program  authorization 
and  progress  reporting ;  performs  finan¬ 
cial  and  business  management  services 
for  the  Washington  Office. 

Sec.  41.  Division  of  Information  Serv¬ 
ices.  The  Division  of  Information  Serv¬ 
ices  advises  and  assists  the  Commission, 
General  Manager,  and  Washington 
principal  staff  in  disseminating  scientific, 
technical  and  general  information  aris¬ 
ing  from  policy  determinations  and  pro¬ 
gram  developments  in  accordance  with 
provisions  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of 
1946  and  other  statutes.  The  Division 
assists  Managers  of  Operations  in  com¬ 
plying  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Commission,  General  Manager,  and  Di¬ 
rectors  of  Program  Divisions  for  coordi¬ 


nation  of  public  and  technical  informa¬ 
tion  programs  through  advice  to  their 
public  and  technical  information  staffs. 

Sec.  42.  Secretary  to  the  Commission. 
The  Secretary  to  the  Commission  main¬ 
tains  official  minutes  and  records  of  the 
Commission;  reviews  and  processes  doc¬ 
uments  to  be  presented  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion;  advises  the  staff,  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Manager,  of  Commission  deci¬ 
sions  and  requests;  and  provides  related 
services.

The  New  York  Operations  Office,  under 
the  direction  of  a  Manager  of  Operations 
responsible  to  the  Director  of  Produc¬ 
tion,  provides  for  receiving  and  ware¬ 
housing  source  and  other  raw  materials, 
processing  source  materials  and  other 
raw  materials;  administers  the  contract 
for  a  research  and  development  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  Brookhaven  National 
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Laboratory;  is  responsible  for  source 
material  licensing;  supervises  the  St. 
Louis  and  Cleveland  Area  Offices;  ad¬ 
ministers  contracts  for  research  pro* 
grams  in  the  field  of  biology  and  medi¬ 
cine  at  Rochester.  Western  Reserve,  and 
Columbia  Universities;  administers  di¬ 
rect  and  contract  operations  for  the  con¬ 
struction  and  operations  of  the  Fernald 
Area  Feed  Materials  Production  Center

and  construction  programs;  and  makes 
or  approves  pui’chases,  contracts,  and 
subcontracts,  except  that  each  pui-chase, 
contract,  subcontract,  extension,  or 
modification  in  excess  of  $3  million  is 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director 
of  Military  Application. 

Sec.  51.  Savannah  River  Operations 
Office.  The  Savannah  River  Operations 
Office,  under  the  direction  of  a  Manager 
of  Operations  lesponsible  to  the  Director 
of  Production,  administers  assigned  pro¬ 
grams  for  the  pioduction  of  fissionable 
materials,  special  materials,  and  fabi’i- 
cated  items;  supervises  the  Dana  and 
Wilmington  Area  Offices;  administers 
related  engineering  and  construction 
programs;  and  makes  or  approves  pur¬ 
chases,  contracts,  and  subcontracts,  ex¬ 
cept  that  each  purchase,  contract,  sub¬ 
contract,  extension,  or  modification  in 
excess  of  $5  million  is  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  Production.

Office.  The  Schenectady  Operations 
Office,  under  the  direction  of  a  Manager 


of  Operations  responsible  to  the  Director 
of  Reactor  Development,  carries  out  the 
policies  of  the  Commission  for  develop¬ 
ment  of  nuclear  reactors  in  the  Sche¬ 
nectady  area,  including  the  Knolls 
Atomic  Power  Laboratory;  administers 
related  research  and  development  con¬ 
tracts;  supervises  work  in  the  Schenec¬ 
tady  area  performed  as  assistance  to  the 
Hanford  Operations  Office;  administers 
related  engineering  and  construction 
programs;  and  makes  or  approves  con¬ 
tracts  and  subcontracts,  except  that 
each  purchase,  contract,  subcontract, 
extension,  or  modification  in  excess  of  $1 
million  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Reactor  Development. 

Sec.  53.  San  Francisco  Area  Office. 
The  San  Francisco  Area  Office,  under  the 
direction  of  an  Area  Manager  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  Director  of  Production,  is 
responsible  for  administration  of  con¬ 
tracts  for  research  and  other  programs 
at  Livermore,  California,  and  such  other 
installations  as  may  be  designated;  ad¬ 
ministers  related  engineering  and  con¬ 
struction  programs;  and  makes  or 
approves  purchases,  contracts,  and  sub¬ 
contracts,  except  that  each  purchase, 
conti'act,  subcontract,  extension,  or 
modification  in  excess  of  $2  million  is 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of 
Production. 

Part  II — Information  on  Procedures 

Section  1.  Research  assistance — (a) 
Research  and  development  contracts. 
The  Commission  has  entered  into  many 
contracts  with  public  and  private  insti¬ 
tutions  for  the  prosecution  of  research 
and  development  work  in  various 
branches  of  physical,  biological,  and 
medical  science  and  technology.  These 
contracts  are  negotiated  and  supervised 
on  behalf  of  the  Commission  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Manager,  the  Managers  of  Opera¬ 
tions  and  their  authorized  representa¬ 
tives,  and  the  scientific  staff  of  the 
divisions  concerned.  The  Division  of 
Research  is  responsible  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  supervision  of  the  research 
program  involving  the  physical  sciences 
in  AEC  installations  and  outside  organ¬ 
izations,  including  the  isotope  program, 
and  inquiries  regarding  participation  in 
this  program  may  be  addressed  to  the 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Research  in 
Washington.  The  Division  of  Biology 
and  Medicine  is  responsible  for  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  program  for  the  support 
of  basic  research  relating  to  atomic 
energy  in  the  fields  of  biology  and  med¬ 
icine.  and  inquiries  regarding  participa¬ 
tion  in  this  program  may  be  addressed 
to  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Biology 
and  Medicine  in  Washington. 

(b)  Distribution  of  isotopes.  The 
Commission  assists  and  fostei’s  research 
and  development  by  a  program  for  the 
sale  and  distribution  of  various  radio¬ 
active  and  stable  isotopes  and  for  the 
irradiation  of  materials  in  an  operating 
nuclear  reactor.  Because  radioisotopes 
may  present  a  distinct  health  hazard 
unless  used  with  proper  care,  the  Com¬ 
mission  desires  to  insure  that  they  are 
distributed  in  a  manner  that  will  assure 
safe  handling.  Any  scientist  working 
in  a  recognized  academic,  medical,  or 


industrial  research  institution  in  the 
United  States  may  address  his  specific 
request  for  isotopes  or  irradiation  service 
to  the  U.  S.  Atomic  Enei’gy  Commission, 
Isotopes  Division,  P.  O.  Box  E,  Oak  Ridge, 
Tennessee.  The  Isotopes  Division 
processes  and  approves  applications. 
The  approved  application  is  returned  to 
the  applicant  for  transmittal  to  any 
of  several  distributors.

If  allowed  to  become  effective,  the  pro¬ 
posed  changes  in  rates  would  increase  the 
average  charges  to  each  of  Texas  East¬ 
ern’s  resale  customers,  commencing  June 
1.  1952,  by  approximately  10  cents  to  14 
cents  per  Mcf.  The  distribution  of  such 
increase  among  Texas  Eastern’s  cus¬ 
tomers  for  the  calendar  year  1953  is 
shown  in  Appendix  A  to  this  order. 

Texas  Eastern  proposes  other  changes 
in  some  of  its  existing  rate  schedules  as 
well  as  in  other  provisions  of  the  tariff, 
including  the  General  Terms  and  Condi¬ 
tions  and  Form  of  Service  Agreement. 
Additionally,  Texas  Eastern  proposes  to 
eliminate  its  1-1  Rate  Schedule,  which 
provides  an  interruptible  service. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  proposed 
increase  in  rates  and  charges  and 
changes  in  tariff  provisions  have  been 
supported  as  required  by  section  4  (e)  of 
the  Natural  Gas  Act,  and  such  increase 
and  changes  in  tariff  provisions  may  be 
unjust,  unreasonable,  unduly  discrimi¬ 
natory  or  preferential  or  otherwise  un¬ 
lawful,  and  may  place  an  undue  burden 
upon  ultimate  consumers  of  natural  gas. 

All  of  Texas  Eastern’s  42  resale  cus- . 
tomers,  as  well  as  twelve  interested  regu¬ 
latory  agencies,  were  invited  to  submit 
comments  with  respect  to  the  application 
for  the  proposed  changes  in  rates.  Re¬ 
sponses  were  received  from  20  customers 
and  4  regulatory  agencies.  Generally, 
these  object  to  the  rate  increase,  to  cer¬ 
tain  tariff  provisions,  or  request  the 
Commission  to  suspend  the  proposed  rate 
schedules. 

The  Commission  finds:  It  is  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  carry  out  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Natural  Gas  Act  and  to  aid 
in  the  enforcement  thereof  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  interest,  that  the  Commission  enter 
upon  a  hearing,  pursuant  to  the  author¬ 
ity  contained  in  section  4  (e)  thereof, 
concerning  the  lawfulness  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  rates,  charges,  classifications  or 
services  and.  pending  such  hearing  and 
decision  thereon,  that  the  operation  of 
Texas  Eastern’s  FPC  Gas  Tariff.  First 
Revised  Volume  No.  1.  and  First  Re¬ 
vised  Sheets  .77  and  78  to  FPC  Gas 
Tariff.  Original  Volume  No.  2.  be  sus¬ 
pended  and  the  use  thereof  deferred  as 
provided  by  the  Natural  Gas  Act. 

The  Commission  orders:

ORDER  SUSPENDING  PROPOSED  TARIFF 

May  29,  1952. 

On  May  1,  1952,  Home  Gas  Company 
filed  its  proposed  FPC  Gas  Tariff,  First 
Revised  Volume  No.  1,  to  become  effec¬ 
tive  June  1,  1952,  which,  if  permitted  to 
become  effective,  would  increase  the 
charges  for  the  sale  of  natural  gas  for 
resale  to  seven  customers 1  by  21  percent 
annually,  or  $1,241,999,  based  on  a 
twelve-month  period  ending  May,  1953. 

Home  Gas  Company’s  present  tariff 
contains  a  single  rate  schedule  which  is 
available  for  firm  general  service.  The 
rate,  in  demand  and  commodity  form, 
is  $2.50  per  Mcf  per  month  for  billing 
demand  and  32.2  cents  per  Mcf  for  all 
gas  delivered.  Billing  demand  is  de¬ 
fined  as  the  greatest  daily  volume  de¬ 
livered  during  the  twelve  months  ended 
with  the  current  billing  month.  The 
minimum  charge  is  the  demand  charge. 

Under  the  proposed  tariff  there  would 
continue  to  be  one  rate  schedule,  avail¬ 
able  for  firm  service,  which  is  designated 
“Contract  Demand  Service.”  The 
monthly  demand  charge  wrould  be  in¬ 
creased  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  Mcf  and 
the  commodity  charge  from  32.2  cents 
to  39  cents  per  Mcf.  The  billing  de¬ 
mand  would  be  defined  as  the  largest 
day’s  volume  taken  on  any  day  during 
the  twelve  months  ending  with  the  bill¬ 
ing  month  but  not  greater  than  the  con¬ 
tract  demand  but  not  less  than  90 
percent  thereof.  The  minimum  charge 
would  continue  to  be  the  demand 
charge,  but  at  the  increased  rate. 

Approximately  50  percent  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  increase  in  rates  and  charges  rep¬ 
resents  an  expected  increase  in  the  cost 
of  gas  purchased  from  an  affiliate,  The 
Manufacturers  Light  and  Heat  Company, 
on  June  1,  1952;  Manufacturers  having 
applied  for  an  increase  in  rates  partly 
on  its  expectation  that  its  cost  of  gas 
purchased  would  increase  on  June  1, 
1952,  because  its  supplier,  Texas  East¬ 
ern  Transmission  Corporation,  had  filed 
for  an  increase  in  rates  to  become  effec¬ 
tive  June  1,  1952.  The  Commission  has 
today  suspended  Manufacturers’  appli¬ 
cation  for  an  increase  in  rates  and  has 
suspended  Texas  Eastern’s  application 
for  a  rate  increase  until  November  1, 
1952,  and  until  such  further  time  as  the 
proposal  may  be  made  effective  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Natural  Gas 
Act.

On  May  1,  1952,  The  Manufacturers 
Light  and  Heat  Company  (Manufac¬ 
turers)  filed  its  proposed  FPC  Gas  Tariff, 
First  Revised  Volume  No.  1,  to  become 
effective  June  1,  1952,  providing  for  an 
Increase  in  the  charges  for  sales  of  nat¬ 
ural  gas  for  resale  of  $2,169,344,  or  14.2 
percent  per  year  based  on  sales  for  the 
tw'elve-month  period  ending  May  31, 
1953.

Manufacturers’  present  rates  consist  of 
a  monthly  demand  rate  of  $2.00  per  Mcf 
and  a  commodity  rate  of  24.5  cents  per 
Mcf.  The  billing  demand  Is  the  largest 
day’s  delivery  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  with  the  current  billing  month. 

Under  the  proposed  tariff  the  demand 
charge  would  remain  at  $2.00  per  Mcf 
per  month.  The  commodity  charge, 
however,  would  be  increased  from  24.5 
cents  to  29.3  cents  per  Mcf  and  the 
billing  demand  would  be  the  higher  of 
90  percent  of  the  contract  demand  or 
the  largest  day’s  volume  taken  on  any 
day  during  the  twelve  months  ending 
with  the  billing  month,  but  not  in  excess 
of  the  contract  demand. 

In  addition  to  the  increase  in  the  rates 
and  charges,  Manufacturers’  proposed 
tariff  involves  other  changes  in  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  its  present  tariff.  Under  Man¬ 
ufacturers’  present  tariff  the  service 
agreements  provide  for  entire  require¬ 
ments  service  with  specific  ceilings  on 
Manufacturers’  volumetric  obligations. 
Manufacturers  now  proposes  to  place  all 
of  its  customers  on  a  contract-demand 
basis,  with  the  contract  demand  becom¬ 
ing  one  of  the  factors  determining  the 
billing  demand.  Also,  the  tariff  proposes 
to  restrict  to  500  Mcf  per  day  the  resale 
of  gas  for  boiler  fuel. 

The  proposed  increase  in  rates  and 
charges  is  based  almost  entirely  on  an¬ 
ticipated  increases  in  the  cost  of  gas 
purchased.  Approximately  45  percent 
thereof  represents  Manufacturers’  ex¬ 
pectation  that  its  cost  of  purchased  gas 
would  increase  on  June  1,  1952,  because 
one  of  its  suppliers  of  gas,  Texas  Eastern 
Transmission  Corporation,  filed  for  an 
increase  in  rates  to  be  effective  that  date. 
We  have,  however,  today  suspended 
Texas  Eastern’s  application  until  No¬ 
vember  1,  1952,  and  until  such  further 
time  as  the  proposal  may  be  made  effec¬ 
tive  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Natural  Gas  Act. 

It  does  not  presently  appear  that  the 
proposed  increase  in  rates  and  charges 
and  changes  in  tariff  provisions  have 
been  supported  as  required  by  section  4 
<e>  of  the  Natural  Gas  Act,  and  such 
increase  in  rates  and  charges  and 
changes  in  tariff  provisions  may  be  un¬ 
just,  unreasonable,  unduly  discrimina¬ 
tory  or  preferential. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
New  York  has  advised  the  Commission 
of  its  opposition  to  the  proposed  increase 
and  of  its  intention  to  intervene  in  any 
proceedings  relating  thereto.  Acme 
Natural  Gas  Company  objects  to  the 
proposed  change  in  the  determination 
of  the  billing  demand.  Five  other 
customers 1  have  advised  of  their  inten¬ 
tion  to  intervene. 

The  Commission  finds:  It  is  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  carry  out  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Natural  Gas  Act  to  enter 
upon  a  hearing,  pursuant  to  the  author¬ 
ity  contained  in  section  4  (e)  thereof, 
concerning  the  lawfulness  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  rates,  charges,  classifications  or 
services  and,  pending  such  hearing  and 
the  decision  thereon,  that  the  operation

ORDER  CONCERNING  CREDIT  AGREEMENT 

June  3,  1952. 

Middle  South  Utilities,  Inc.  (“Middle 
South’),  a  registered  holding  company, 
having  filed  a  declaration  with  the  Com¬ 
mission  pursuant  to  the  Public  Utility 
Holding  Company  Act  of  1935,  particu¬ 
larly  sections  6  (a)  and  7  thereof  with 
respect  to  the  following  proposed  trans¬ 
actions: 

Middle  South  proposes  to  enter  into  a 
credit  agreement  with  certain  banks 
whereby  Middle  South  may  borrow  from 
time  to  time  sums  not  to  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  amount  outstanding  at  any 
one  time  $15,000,000.  The  credit  agree¬ 
ment  covers  two  periods,  the  first  one 
terminating  two  years  after  the  initial 
borrowing  or  December  31,  1954,  which¬ 
ever  date  is  earlier,  and  the  second  pe¬ 
riod  beginning  on  the  day  following  the 
expiration  of  the  first  period  and  termi¬ 
nating  three  years  thereafter. 

The  borrowings  will  be  evidenced  by 
Promissory  notes  payable  on  the  last  day 


of  the  first  period  and  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  3  percent  per  annum. 
During  the  second  period,  Middle  South 
may  renew  loans  w'hich  are  outstanding 
at  the  close  of  the  first  period  or  which 
may  be  outstanding  at  the  date  of  any 
renewal  during  the  second  period. 
Notes  given  for  such  renewals  will  be 
payable  not  later  than  the  last  day  of 
the  second  period  and  will  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  3‘A  percent  per  annum. 
The  declaration  provides  that  no  re¬ 
newals  may  be  made  during  the  second 
period  without  further  application  to  the 
Commission. 

The  agreement  provides  that  during 
the  first  period  Middle  South  will  pay  a 
commitment  fee  of  lU  of  1  per  cent  per 
annum  on  the  daily  average  unused  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  aggregate  commitments  from 
June  1,  1952,  which  commitments  may 
be  reduced  or  terminated  by  the  Com¬ 
pany  at  any  time. 

The  declaration  states  that  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  borrowings  will  be  used 
by  Middle  South  to  make  investments 
in  its  subsidiaries  to  assist  them  in  car¬ 
rying  out  their  construction  program  and 
for  other  corporate  purposes.  This  con¬ 
struction  program  is  estimated  to  require 
the  expenditure  of  approximately  $65,- 
000,000  in  1952  and  approximately  $72,- 
000,000  in  1953,  and  will  require  new 
financing  by  the  subsidiaries  in  the  esti¬ 
mated  amounts  of  approximately  $48,- 
500,000  in  1952  and  $46,500,000  in  1953.
